1, Subject memorandum having come to my attention, I 
feel it incumbent upon me to make the following comments 
respecting it* 

a* I feel that this memorandum Is inaccurate and 
misleading. 

b. Seme of the generalities and conclusions set 
forth in said memorandum are, in ay opinion, based upon 
inadequate information as to the true facts; others are, 
in certain important respects, factually inaccurate. 

c. For example, I regard as grossly inaccurate and 

misleading the statement contained in paragraph 3 of 
such memorandum* 25X1 A 

«CXA has grown to be 
pig in a poke. " 

t« I, personally, do not feel that I have either the 
time or the complete knowledge necessary to draft a detailed 
refutation of the inaccuracies contained in said memorandum, 
but I shall be glad, at your convenience, to ait down with you 
and specify within the limits of ay capability the respects in 
which I feel it is erroneous. 

3. None of the foregoing is to be interpreted as an 
expression of the view that there is no problem of CIA account- 
ability, but I believe that this problem can be raised and dealt 
with without making statements as extreme and likely to mislead
